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America’s love affair with 
Labrador retriever just

NEW YORK The Labrador retriever was named 
the top dog in the U.S. on Wednesday for the 
20th consecutive year by the American Ken- 
nel Club. 

The rankings remained largely unchanged 
from last year with the German shepherd in 
second place in 2010, followed by the York- 
shire terrier. The beagle beat out the golden 
retriever, which ended up fifth. 

Most surprising was a jump in popular- 
ity for the bulldog, which ended up sixth, its 
highest ranking in a century 

“ ‘Bob’ was the first AKC registered bulldog 
in 1886, and today the breed enjoys its highest 
ranking in 100 years at No. 6,” American Ken- 
nel Club spokeswoman Lisa Peterson said. 

The boxer, the dachshund, the poodle and 
the diminutive Shih Tzu rounded out the top 
10 most popular dogs in the list of 167 breeds. 
The ranking is based on the number of reg- 
istrations for the breed with the American 
Kennel Club. 

For next year, the club will expand its breed 
registry by adding the Norwegian Lunde- 
hund, the Xoloitzcuintli and the Entlebucher 
Mountain Dog. 

The club said it saw a rise in popularity of 
larger dogs, with breeds such as the Great 
Dane rise from 28th place to 17th or the mas- 
tiff, from 39 th to 28 th.

On the heels of 
Train Tracker’s release, 
a scramble to create 
the best mobile ‘L’ app

CTA riders were excited when the agency re- 
leased Bus Tracker in 2008 so they could eas- 
ily plan their commutes. For Chris Cieslak of 
Ukrainian Village, the newly available Web- 
and mobile-based listings of bus routes and 
arrival times became a job opportunity 

Cieslak, who was working as a Web devel- 
oper for a nonprofit organization at the time, 
began creating a bus-tracking iPhone app in 
March 2009 when his bus routes — the No. 
66-Chicago and No. 70-Division— joined 
Bus Tracker. Buster, as it became known, first 
was created for Cieslak’s personal use, and he 
wasn’t sure he would release it as a commer- 
cial product. 

But within a month he was selling the 
99 -cent app, geared toward Chicagoans who 
ride multiple bus lines, in Apple’s online store. 
It has generated about 40,000 downloads 
since and has garnered three and a half stars 
out of five based on customer reviews, said 
Cieslak, who gets 70 percent of the sales. 

“Because it was so popular, it got my foot 
in the door to doing iPhone applications full 
time,” said Cieslak, 32, who works as an iPhone 
developer and owns software publisher Elec- 
tropuf, which sells Buster in Apple’s app store. 

On the heels of the CTA releasing a simi- 
lar train-tracking site this month, Cieslak and 
other developers are scrambling to get out 
new apps or update the ones they have with 
the train tracker function. Once their train 
trackers are in place, they can look to create 
commuting apps that incorporate other Chi- 
cago modes of transportation such as cabs. 

In a corner office on the second floor of 
UIC’s engineering research facility off Hal- 
sted and Taylor streets, one professor and 
graduate students are trying to make your 
Chicago commute easier. 

A large screen at the entrance of the office 
displays the locations of UIC’s shuttle, which 
links the east and west sides of the campus. 
Assistant professor Jakob Eriksson and his 
team are working on adding the campus shut- 
tle to their popular iPhone app, TransitGenie. 

The app, which launched in November 
2009, takes CTA data into account to tell rid- 
ers when their bus is expected to arrive as well 
as the fastest way to get to their destination 


through busing, walking and/or biking. 

The UIC shuttle addition is not the only 
improvement Eriksson and his group are set 
to launch soon. Within the next month, the 
team plans to add a train tracking function 
to TransitGenie based on the information 
the CTA has started posting on its site this 
month. Train Tracker data relies on signal 
monitors, unlike Bus Tracker, which relies on 
GPS. 

Eriksson said the addition is a stepping- 
stone to creating commuting apps that incor- 
porate other Chicago modes of transporta- 
tion. 

After they add the train tracker function, 
Eriksson said he and his team would like to 
augment the app with a tracker for taxis. 

Eriksson, 33, also has looked into creating 
an app called Urban Explorer that would use 
listings from Yelp to show tourists and others 
locations of nearby attractions if they want to 
kill time before heading to the airport. 

“There’s a lot of things to be done in the 
intersection of computers and transit. We’re 
just exploring it,” said Eriksson, a Sweden na- 
tive who lives in the South Loop. 

Eriksson said he began working on the 
TransitGenie app in March 2009, a few 
months after he became a computer science 
professor at UIC. He had moved from Bos- 
ton and didn’t have car. He realized a need for 
a transit navigator and noticed the iPhone 
was growing in popularity so he released his 
first version of TransitGenie, which he de- 
scribed as “shaky,” in November 2009. 

Now TransitGenie has 30,000 users who 


That’s so quirky 

As the CTA continues to test its train track- 
ing website, CTA President Rich Rodriguez 
noted a few quirks with the system at the 
CTA board meeting earlier this month.

» Most of the predicted arrival times for 
CTA stops are based on a program that 
monitors train signaling systems. Stations 
at the end of a line, such as the 95th Street 
stop on the Red Line and the Midway stop 
on the Orange Line, have estimated arrival 
times based on CTA schedules because the 
trains haven’t left the terminal and passed 
through any signals. 

» If there is an issue at a CTA stop, such as 
a fire or a person on the tracks, the train 
tracker may become temporarily unavail- 
able as the agency determines how long it 
will take the train to start running again. 

» Train Tracker also isn’t able to tell riders 
if a train is running express, but the CTA 
hopes to have that feature eventually. 

have downloaded the free app. Unlike many 
app developers, Eriksson is using the process 
for academic research rather than profit. 

“I want to find interesting research prob- 
lems,” said Eriksson, whose studies are funded 
in part by the National Science Foundation. 
“It’s a natural platform to find problems.” 

Some of the problems Eriksson has en- 
countered have been mapping the foot paths 
near train stations and getting data from Me- 





tra and Pace, which don’t publicly post their 
tracking information the way the CTA does. 

The cash-strapped CTA said it doesn’t have 
an in-house app developing team so it doesn’t 
have to incur the cost for creating these apps. 
Instead, the agency provides the data to de- 
velopers to create mobile and desktop apps 
and widgets. 

Eriksson said the CTA has been “very 
open” with its data, and he’s discussed his app 
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UIC assistant professor and 
TransitGenie co-creator Jakob 
Eriksson on the UIC campus

with the agency The Chicago Tribune Me- 
dia Group, which publishes RedEye, also has 
been in talks with the CTA about potential 
app opportunities. Cieslak said he had talks 
with the CTA in the late stages of creating 
Buster. 

Cieslak said when he first started working 
on the app, he was just pulling data from the 
Bus Tracker website. 

These days, he hopes to have a function 


that alerts users when their bus is io minutes 
away For now, though, Cieslak said he’s ex- 
cited about adding train tracker. 

“It’s been the No. i feature people have 
been asking for since day one,” Cieslak said. 
‘A perfect transit app would also allow me to 
pay for the bus/T without a transit card, but, 
yeah, all in all with the routing data, customer 
alerts, bus and now T tracker, I think we’re

court says deal raising shouldn’t fear 

TAXES ON CANDY, BOOZE rental law 
FAILS TO MEET STANDARD rc,,wl |C|W

Illinois’ $31 billion public works program 
hit a roadblock Wednesday when a court 
deemed that state lawmakers didn’t proper- 
ly assemble the pieces of a deal that legalized 
video poker and raised taxes on candy beau- 
ty products, liquor and license plate stickers. 

The appellate decision puts at risk Gov 
Quinn’s construction program, which he 
has hailed as the cornerstone of an effort to 
create jobs and bolster the state’s economy 

But the governor and General Assem- 
bly leaders are hopeful that the Illinois Su- 
preme Court will reverse the ruling. Attor- 
ney General Lisa Madigan said she will go to 
court Thursday to try to get an immediate 
reprieve to keep the program going. Quinn’s 
office urged calm. 

“Capital bill projects are putting thou- 


sands of people to work in every corner of 
the state while supporting local businesses, 
improving our infrastructure and increasing 
energy efficiency,” Quinn’s office said in a 
statement. 

Democrats and Republicans joined to- 
gether in 2009 to approve the plan as a way 
to get construction crews back to work and 
to bring home millions for local road, bridge 
and school projects. The controversial video 
poker portion has been plagued by prob- 
lems from the start. The machines still are 
not up and running, and many towns opted 
out of allowing the gambling expansion in 
their locales. 

On Wednesday, the judges ruled that one 
piece of legislation creating the construc- 
tion program violates a state constitution 
provision requiring that laws address a sin- 


gle topic. As such, the judges said all four 
laws that represent the backbone of the 
program are unconstitutional. In the view of 
the court, lawmakers had tried to stuff too 
much into their legislative sausage-making. 

Steve Brown, spokesman for House 
Speaker Michael Madigan (D-Chicago) said 
the authors of the law are familiar with sin- 
gle-subject issues and believe the law satis- 
fies the constitutional standard. 

“This isn’t our first rodeo, people know 
about single subject, they drafted the bill 
so it would be consistent with the consti- 
tution and they expect the Supreme Court 
to agree,” Brown said. “If for some reason 
some portion needs to be re-enacted, given 
the bipartisan nature of {support}, I don’t 
know anyone who would suggest there’d be 
difficulty there.”

Evanston officials on Wednesday sought to al- 
lay fears of Northwestern University students 
upset over a reported crackdown on rental 
units housing more than three unrelated resi- 
dents. 

“We have not ever had any students leave 
an apartment as a result of this law,” Mayor 
Elizabeth Tisdahl said. 

The city said it has no plans to change its 
code enforcement strategy But, in a state- 
ment, officials also reiterated that landlords 
without lodging establishment licenses can- 
not permit more than three unrelated stu- 
dents or roommates to live together in a single 
dwelling unit. 

In November, the city indicated that be- 
cause of growing complaints from residents, 
it would increase scrutiny of illegally altered 
and overcrowded rental properties, most of 
them student housing. 

At that time, officials said they would not 
require occupancies to be reduced to meet 
code until the end of the spring semester, 
except in emergency situations, so that stu- 
dents wouldn’t have their academic year up- 
ended. 

As word of that plan spread this week, hun- 
dreds of students showed up at meetings of 
the Associated Student Government. More 
than 4,000 students have signed a petition 
urging Evanston to alter what they feel is an 
antiquated law 

Students said they plan to attend a city 
council meeting Monday to address the issue. 

“This is an issue that affects everybody 
on this campus,” senior Liz Broder, 21, said. 
“We, as a student body do feel empowered to 
persuade and hopefully have an effect on the 
city’s decision.” 

On Wednesday, the city said it had received 
173 complaints about overcrowded residential 
units and illegally altered rental properties in 
a section of town near the campus. 

“The City of Evanston has enforced these 
laws regularly through the years and will con- 
tinue to do so,” the city’s statement said. 

Dean of Students Burgwell Howard sent 
a message to students late Wednesday re- 
peating that the city of Evanston has no 
plans to enforce the “three related” law 
more strictly. 

“This is evolving,” Howard said earlier in 
the day “If they’ve changed their position and 
it’s something that is not going to negatively 
affect our students, that’s great.”

Walgreen Co. has quietly rolled 
out a private label brew. The 
product, Big Flats 1901, will carry 
a suggested retail price of $2.99 
for a six-pack of cans and $11.49 
for a 24-pack, the company said. 

It will be the private label beer 
for Deerfield-based Walgreens in 
states where it’s allowed. Prices 
may vary by region. The chain 
began selling the beer in mid- 
December, and it’s now available 
in more than 4,000 locations, a 
company spokesman said. 

“In just the first few weeks 
of sales consumer feedback has 
been very positive, as beer drink- 
ers across the U.S. are thrilled to 
have such a quality brew at a value 
price,” Kathleen Burns, senior 
marketing manager at Novato, 
Calif. -based Winery Exchange 
said in a statement. 

Winery Exchange is a private- 
label alcohol company with cli- 
ents including Costco, Cost Plus 
World Market and Trader Joe’s. 
The company developed and 
owns Big Flats. According to a 
news release, the beer’s name is 
meant to evoke flat boats that 
delivered goods to settlers in up- 
state NewTork.

Chico says he’ll hire 
more police officers 


Chicago Tribune 

Mayoral candidate Gery Chico on Wednesday 
said he’ll hire 2,000 more Chicago police of- 
ficers if elected, but did not offer specifics on 
how he’d come up with the money to pay for 
them. 

The former Chicago Board of Educa- 
tion president said he would find an extra 
$200 million over four years for the extra police, 
even though the city budget has had shortfalls 
of hundreds of millions of dollars in recent 
years. 

Chico said if he can’t rearrange the budget to 
fund such a hiring spree, he shouldn’t be run- 
ning for the city’s highest office. 

While Chico talked crime, candidate Carol 
Moseley Braun headed to Washington to raise 
campaign cash. Braun, the first black woman 
elected to the U.S. Senate, was at a fundraiser 
luncheon hosted by the National Organization 
for Women. 

Braun reported raising more than $100,000 
in recent days. Investment guru John Rogers

He started the year 
with about $2 million left.

Homicide tracker

A 49-year-old man was found beaten to 
death Monday in Morgan Park, marking 
the community area’s first homicide this 
year, a RedEye analysis of preliminary 
police data found. 

The death also was the only homicide 
in the past week, from Jan. 19 through 
Wednesday afternoon, RedEye deter- 
mined. RedEye has never published a 
homicide map with just one victim since 
the newspaper began printing homicide 
maps in February 2009. 

There was a six-day span between the 
Morgan Park homicide and the homicide 
before it, a 24-year-old man shot to death 
Jan. 18 in West Pullman. The last six-day 
span without a homicide was Dec. 20-26, 
RedEye data shows. 

Nineteen homicides have been 
recorded so far this month, RedEye data 
shows. Twenty homicides were logged 
in January 2010, RedEye determined.

ASPEN, Colo. Happy birthday Winter X 
Games! You’ve hit a milestone. You’re 15 years 
old— well-established enough that some of 
the world’s top skiers and snowboarders take 
you almost as seriously as the Olympics, yet 
still fresh enough that they keep coming back. 

The biggest names in action sports— when 
Olympic medalists Shaun White and Gretch- 
en Bleiler are at your party you know the rest 
of the guest list will be impressive— return to 
Buttermilk Mountain on Thursday for the 
beginning of Winter X Games 15, with more 
than 200 athletes competing through Sunday 
in 21 events. 

Fresh off a gold at the 2010 Vancouver 
Games, his second straight in the halfpipe, 
White hopes to add to his Winter X record 
total of 15 medals— including 10 golds, five 
in the pipe and five in slopestyle. The past 
three years on Buttermilk, he has won gold 
in superpipe; however, he might be rusty in 
slopestyle after a summer spent mostly on his 
skateboard.

A four-time Winter X superpipe gold med- 
alist, Bleiler looks to defend her title against 
a stacked field that features two-time Olym- 
pic medalists Kelly Clark and Hannah Teter. 
Other Olympic medalists at Winter X are J.J. 
Thomas in superpipe, Ross Powers in snow- 
board best method and Lindsey Jacobellis and 
Seth Wescott in Snowboarder X. 

“It’s so amazing to be at the bottom of 
the mountain and just look up and see ev- 
erything,” Bleiler said. “I’m a little biased, 
but I couldn’t think of a better place than 
Aspen.” 

Catching the athletes won’t be a problem, 
as 24 hours of live programming from Winter 
X, in its 10th consecutive year in Aspen, will 
be carried on ESPN and ESPN2. Prime-time 
coverage will be available in 382 million U.S. 
homes and 154 countries. Last year, a record 
84,100 fans visited Buttermilk, a jump of 
9 percent from the previous high mark set in 
2007, and 43 million viewers watched ESPN’s 
broadcasts, also a record.

COLD WAR KIDS 


People who love 
Cold War Kids say: 

The California 
group is soulful 
sweetness, an- 
chored by singer 
Nathan Willett’s unusual yelp. 

Detractors say: Willett doesn’t tem- 
per his belting into actual, versatile 
singing, and the group’s attempt 
to confront heavy subject mat- 
ter never becomes as profound as 
it seems to think. Fortunately, on 
“Mine is Yours” Cold War Kids dem- 
onstrate a tighter melodic focus than 2008’s disappointing “Loyalty to Loyalty.” The new re- 
cord pulls focused grooves and direct, heartfelt sentiments from the opening title track and 
then “Louder Than Ever,” though it’s hard not to grimace when Willett compares a slippery 
slope to “that Mouse Trap game.” He’s learned to use his voice for more than just over-emot- 
ing, and his words, revolving mostly around relationship games and confessions, are more 
assertive than usual (the soaring, empowering “Out of the Wilderness” and confident “Royal 
Blue”). 


The group’s bigger, less jittery sound (note the U2-esque anthem “Flying Upside Down”) does 
veer into Kings of Leon territory (particularly on “Broken Open,” “Bulldozer” and “Finally 
Begin”) and has no idea what it’s doing on “Sensitive Kid,” a track that features hip-hop flour- 
ishes, funk-style guitar and Willett leaping from aggressive to falsetto. Yet the band’s moving 
in the right direction towards smartly composed grooves and pleas, away from go-nowhere 
twitches and empty howls.
